pp.  169-209,  with  one  colour  plate.  This  mo.st  useful  paper  will  be  much  consulted 
by  students  of  diurnal  lepidoptera.  The  original  description  of  each  species  is 
given,  together  with  notes  on  di.stribution,  etc.,  and  where  known,  the  food  plants 
of  the  larva?,  descriptions  of  caterpillar  and  chrysalis,  together  with  critical  notes 
which  will  help  the  student  to  determine  the  species.
